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instrument. Those hanging on the wall in the Music Department are part of the UVic collection of 
historical instruments being assembled by Dr. Phillip Young. The "serpent", "krummhorn" and others 
are too antique for practical purposes but the Mather collection of reproductions, now purchased by 
UVic, are those used by Collegium Musicum. They include the vie He, rebec and psaltery shown on the 
table in the picture below. 


Tune up the Rebec 

More than 70 registrations have been 
received by the Music Department for the 
second annual Early Music Workshop 
August 6 to 11. 

Dr. Christine Mather, director of Colle¬ 
gium Musicum , will direct the workshop 
and ensemble performance. 

Most of the participants will bring their 
own baroque or renaissance instruments. 
Some however, may borrow a vielle or 
rebec from the collection of early instru¬ 
ments collected by Dr. Mather and pur¬ 
chased by the department last year. 

The one-week workshop will include a 



madrigal group formed casually from vol¬ 
unteers. Classes for students at all levels, 
ensemble sessions, panel discussions and 
lectures will fill the busy schedule. 

The Early Music group will perform in 
concert on Friday, August 10 in Mac- 
Laurin 144. 


Potentials Explored 

Individual counselling is on the increase 
since the function of the Counselling 
Centre, Clearihue Building, has been 
devoted solely to helping students with 
personal, learning and vocational prob¬ 
lems. 

In the 1972-73 period, 1200 students 
received individual counselling, more than 
double the number who came for such 
counselling in the previous year. 

Director Dr. Horace "Ace" Beach says 
that the need for counselling help is the 
outcome of an increasingly crowded soci¬ 
ety. "Our job is to save and promote 
individualism and human values" he ex- 

Pressured by the population and infor¬ 
mation explosion of today, an individual 
can get trampled and become lost. But 
through the services of the Counselling 
Centre he is encouraged to avoid "drift¬ 
ing," and to find happiness in exploring his 
potential. 

Young people today are no less vague 
about future plans than those of previous 
generations, says Dr. Beach. It is society 
with its "administrative philosophy" that 
demands an early choice in matters such as 
vocation. 

The trend towards personal fulfillment 
which was a much-criticized feature of 
youth in the 1960's is fading, says the 
Counselling director. He admits he is sorry 
to see this spirit diminish, but adds "these 
trends run in cycles." 

The Centre's work includes the develop¬ 
ment of new programs for self-help such as 
an Anxiety Management Program for 
groups, another to develop personal com¬ 
petence and self-confidence, a reading and 

















study skills course and group counselling 
workshops in communication skills. 

A two-week "transition" program for 
freshmen at the end of August is designed 
to prepare students for academic disci¬ 
pline. 

The director divides the Centre's activi¬ 
ties into three parts: individual counselling 
for personal problems, counselling poten¬ 
tial freshmen and teaching learning and 
studying skills. 

In the future, Dr. Beach hopes to extend 
the regular services of the centre to Con¬ 
tinuing Education students, and to develop 
a counselling and learning program for 
under-achievers. 

The Counselling Centre's philosophy is a 
quotation from Socrates—"The unexam¬ 
ined life is not worth living." 

Phys~Ed Centre 

Since the sod-turning reported in the last 
issue, there has been a great deal of activity 
on the building site for the new Physical 
Education, Athletic and Recreational 
Centre. 

Martin Smith, design engineer with 
Buildings and Grounds has been transfer¬ 


red to the office of Campus Planning direc¬ 
tor Ian Campbell as Resident Engineer for 
the project. Mr. Smith, who came to UVic 
four years ago, will act as liaison officer for 
the $2.5 million building, working with 
architects Rhone and Iredale and Farmer 
Construction. 

A U.B.C. graduate, Mr. Smith worked in 
Europe and the West Indies before settling 
in Victoria. 


Theatre Workshop 

The Theatre Department has received 
$11,000 for scholarships and bursaries to 
assist high school students taking part in 
the Summer Theatre Workshop, July 3 to 
August 7. 

Foundations, friends and industry com¬ 
bined to support the University's goal of 
offering financial assistance to 50 deserv¬ 
ing drama students from across the 
Province. 

Major contributors were the B.C. Cultur¬ 
al Fund, $5,000 for bursaries; the Van¬ 
couver Foundation, $3,000; Leo and Thea 
Koerner Foundation, $750; Victoria 
Foundation, $500. 


The University provided $500 for five 
scholarships from an unrestricted gift to 
the University of $4,000 from the Cana¬ 
dian Liquid Air Company, and Rothman's 
of Pall Mall Ltd. contributed $1,000. 

The Victoria Theatre Guild gave a $100 
scholarship and the Theatre Department 
Faculty and friends gave $300 for scholar¬ 
ships. 

The donations make it possible for 50 
high school students to participate in the 
workshop at a cost no greater than $40 
each. The $100 scholarships will go toward 
the registration fee of $140, and the $250 
bursaries will assist those living outside 
Victoria with travel expenses.
